Mr. Briggs, in his address, de­ 
clared that there was a time 
when people tried to sep arate 
the farmer from the rest, declar­ 
ing that t his p roblems were his 
own.

Washington, May 24 (/P) — The 
weather man is going to poke his 
head into the clou ds so he can 
adv ise the pu blic more ex actly 
on that weighty p roblem: 
“Shall I carry a raincoat or 
shall I not?” 
Starting Ju ly 1, a new sy stem 
of “air-mass analy sis” goes into 
op eration. It means a lot of gov ­ 
ernment av iators will hav e to go 
u p before breakfast. 
Army , nav y and marine corp s 
av iators 
will 
make 
freq u ent 
sou ndings of the u p p er air with 
sp ecial instru ments called “me- 
teorgrap hs.” 


Meteorologists believ e that air 
masses, mov ing across the su r­ 
face of the earth, gov ern weath­ 
er to a marked degree. Inform a­ 
tion on their condition, direction, 
and sp eed is considered v ital to 
moie accu rate forecasting. 
So each morning the p ilots will 
take off at 5:30 a. m. with their 
meteorgrap hs on the wing and 
ascend to 17,000 feet abov g sea 
lev el. The data they obtain will 
su p p lement the rep orts of grou nd 
observ ers, of the weather bu reau , 
and mu ch of the gu ess in fore­ 
ca sting will be elimina ted.
